Note: This is in response to an amendment filed 12/23/2005. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Chin 
(U.S. 5,591,183). 

Note in figures 7 and 8, Chin teaches the method steps as claimed by providing a 
long slender rod (700) with a handle (704) on a proximal end and distal end, 
wherein the distal end having a first sideways hook (708) and second sideways 
hook (710) extending from the rod (700) in an opposing direction from the first 
sideways hook (708); manipulating the rod (700) so as to slide the sideways 
hooks (708,710) around the artery (502); pushing and/or pulling the rod (700) to 
slide the sideways hooks (708,710) along the artery until the artery is separated 
from the surrounding tissue (see figures 8A-8C and col. 8, lines 1-28); and 
furthermore, wherein the sideways hook (710) defines an arc which is inherently 
capable of being within about 1 80 to about 270 degree. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 12/23/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. With respect to claims 1, 3, 5, and 7, According to applicant, the ring 
(702) as shown and disclosed in Chin reference, does not considered or fairly suggest a 
"sideways hook". This is simply not convincing, due to the ring (702) as shown in Chin 
reference, which clearly shows a sideways hook as recited in the claimed invention. 
For this reason, the Examiner disagrees with Applicant's remarks and has maintained 
the grounds of rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 (e) as being anticipated by Chin for the 
same reasons as set forth in the previous office action.
